It was indeed s great pleasure to have traveled with you to Haiti. 1 hope that you had a safe return home and that you are able to 
spend the weekend with your family. 

I am attaching the budget-forthe electrical distribution sector of Puerto Prince and some of the immediate areas. 

Some or the figures related to personnel and equipment may be reduced through donations as some'ofthe US utilities may forego 
reimbursement for their work and materiel. Additionally we are exploring ways of reducing expenses related to setting up camps for 
the 300-400 people we will have to mobilize. 

we have performed these evaluations with personnel from various.companies that have generously contributed to the effort. We also 
feel that Haiti will need additional generation that is herein not budgeted and for which we are studying several alternatives that would 
reduce the cost of generation to less than half the current cost. We are considering 

using LNG and Mexican Maya heavy oil to replace expensive diesel generation.

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Attached you will rind a budget for the recovery of the electrical system of primarily 
Port-au-Prince. This budget includes the numbers for the recovery based on the joint 
work of EDH and the HEART (CDEEE/ EDS/ Basic Energy/Dominican Distribution 
Companies/ Autoridad de Energfa Electrica de Puerto Rico/AES) group. Over the past 
two days this team met to arrive on a consensus figure of the needs net of the 
contribution of staff and material from EDH. It is estimated that this work will take 
approximately 90 days for.the recovery phase of the distribution system. However, 
there are some sub station repairs which will take much longer as the replacements 
items take up to a year to obtain. In the later case Entergy of the US will allow the use of 
a mobile sub. station to partially replace the energy of damaged transformers. 

Not included in this budget are the following: 

• Damage to the generation facilities as these will require a more detailed analysis. 
This study should be conducted by a qualified engineering firm and include a 
economic analysis of the feasibility of the repairs vs. replacement. From anecdotal 
comments most of the damage is to the foundation and structures. 

- Damage to building and structures as this was not in the scope or expertise of the 
evaluation teams. 


Additionally, you will find a summary operational expense oudget. EDH needs financial 
support to operate as the likelihood of having a viable commercial system in the short 
term is almost nil. Therefore ,much of the energy supplied over the next few month will 
likely not be billed. I know that every effort will be made to achieve a normalcy in the 
commercial cycle but the reality is that in the short term the company needs support to 
operate. 

Again, I would like for our focus on the call tomorrow to be on the recovery budget 
and we just raise the operating expense as an important need of the company to 
function. j

PORT-AO - PRINCE, Haiti (AP) - Haiti has made little progress in rebuilding in the £ive months since 
its earthquake, because of an absence of leadership, disagreements among donors and general 
disorganization, a 0. S. Senate report says. 

obtained Monday by The Associated’ Press, the eight-page report is meant to give Congress a picture of Haiti 
today as V. S. legislators consider authorizing $2 billion to support the country’ s reconstruction. 

That picture is grim: Millions displaced from their homes, rubble and collapsed buildings still 
dominating the landscape. Three weeks into hurricane season, with tropical rains lashing the capital 
daily, construction is being held up by land disputes and customs delays while plans fqr moving people 
out of tent-and-tarp settlements remain in ’ early draft form, " it says. 

The report was written by staff of Sen. John Kerry, the Kassachuetts Democrat who is chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee, and other Democrats who interviewed U. S. , Haitian, United Nations and 
other officials and visited resettlement camps, hospitals and schools throughout the quake zone, 

"While many immediate humanitarian relief priorities appear to have been met, there are troubling signs 
that the recovery and longer term rebuilding activities are flagging, * said the report, which is scheduled 
to be released Tuesday. 

Three times it-says the rebuilding process has ■stalled 1 ’ since the Jan. 12 disaster. . 

The report also criticizes the government of Haitian President Rene Preval and Prime Minister Jean-Max 
Bellerive, saying it has "not done an effective job of communicating to Haitians that it is in charge and 
ready to lead the rebuilding effort. " The report calls on Preval to take a "more visible and active role, 
despite the difficulties. * 

Bellerive responded to the criticism in a Monday interview with the AP. He said officials are working 
hard behind the scenes to ensure reconstruction does not simply mean the rebuilding of barely livable 
slums. 
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"We understand the impatience and we are the ones more frustrated than anybody, " the prime minister 
6 aid. "It took some time. I believe four months (since a U. N. donors’ conference in March) to plan 
the refouudation from such a disaster is pretty acceptable. * 

With a chuckle, he also said it is unfair for U. S. officials to take him to task when the Senate still has 
not approved aid money that Secretary of State Hillary Rodham Clinton promised at the donors’ conference. 

■They ask me to move more projects when the money is still on hold. ■ Bellerive said. 

in all, just 2 percent of .the $5.) billion in near-term aid plages have actually been delivered, up from 1 
percent last week. 

The report expresses concerns that even once the money is in hand, it will not move quickly enough to 
help. The funds are managed by a 26 -member reconstruction commission led by Bellerive and former U. S. 
president Bill Clinton that started its operations last week. 

While the report calls the commission the "best near-term prospect for driving rebuilding, ’ 1 it also says 
the panel -has the potential to dramatically slow things down through cumbersome bureaucratic obstacles at 
a time when Haiti cannot afford to delay. " 

The report notes disagreements among donors over strategy, approach and priorities, saying the disputes 
"are undercutting recovery and rebuilding. " 

The reconstruction panel includes representatives of donors who pledged at least $100 million in cash or 
$300 million of debt relief, including the United States, Venezuela, Brasil, Canada, the European Union, 
the Inter-American Development sank and the World Bank. 

Bellerive said the report’ s criticism that the panel has been too slow in organizing is already moot. "We 
had a meeting, we have an office, we have administrative support, " he said. 

One thing on which all parties agree is the importance of November elections. The legislature has almost 
entirely dissolved after members 1 ’ terms expired because the’ quake forced the cancellation of February 
legislative elections. Preval’ s five-year term ends next February: an attempt to prolong hiB term by 
several months if elections are not held resulted in protesters clashing with police in front of the ruins 
of the presidential palace. 

Failing to hold the November elections on time, ’even despite the losses of the electoral commission’ s 
headquarters and records, could Imperil "Haiti’ s fragile democracy, " the report says. ’ But it expresses 
limited optimism that a plan for holding the vote is "apparently imminent. "

The Challenge 

The Interim Haiti Recovery Commission (IHRC) today faces a challenging communications environment, as 
the cholera epidemic and Hurricane Tomas have refocused international media attention on Haiti. After 
their initial coverage of the earthquake and its aftermath in January and February, most media left Haiti or 
severely scaled back operations. Certain media did continue, of course, to track the work of the IHRC 
through three Board meetings, and in the context of the sessions in New York .in September tied to the 
Clinton Global Initiative and U.N. meetings. But the level of attention diminished considerably during the 
summer and early fail. 

Now, given the health epidemic and storm damage, more media have returned to focus on the .status of 
earthquake recovery, and many are reaching conclusions that there is a noticeable lack of progress - in 
removing rubble, rebuilding institutions, addressing health crises, and returning people to permanent 
housing. Slowly but surely, a narrative is building across important media ■ outlets that the Haitian 
government and the IHRC,. as well as leading multilateral institutions, have "not done enough" to rebuild 
Haiti in the ter months since the January 12 earthquake. 

The narrative - while inaccurate in many respects - is nevertheless understandable. Most of the media 
covering the situation today lacked any intimate familiarity with Haiti prior to the earthquake. They are 
either not aware, or have chosen to largely overlook,' how Haiti already suffered from weak civic institutions, 
uncertain public services and limited, fragile infrastructure, all of which worsened even prior to January 2010 
in light of political turmoil In the past decade and four successive hurricanes in 2008. What the hurricanes 
of 2008 weakened and depleted, the earthquake of 2010 literally leveled. 

Beyond this, much of the media lacks a dear understanding of what they IHRC is-and is not- tasked with 
doing to help with Haiti's recovery. Too many appear to think of the IHRC as the chief body responsible for 
actually Implementing projects. That fundamental misunderstanding needs to be addressed aggressively in 
all messaging moving forward. • 

As detailed below, we believe a vigorous, multi-platform communications strategy must be put in place to 
redefine the narrative and, in so doing, redirect media coverage to make it more accurate, balanced, and 
consistent with the IHRC's actual accomplishments and objectives. 

And we need this to happen quickly - getting our narrative out In the twro weeks between now and the 
November 28 elections. 

To that end, this document outlines our approach to this communications strategy and its 
implementation. We took forward to building on this in upcoming discussions - and also drawing on 
the outcomes from our broader high-level IHRC strategy session.

if the developing narrative goes unanswered, It will only mount in the lead-up to the January 12 , 

201 1 one-year anniversary of the earthquake. This presents a major obstacle for the IHRCand its ability to play a 
leading role in the recovery effort - with consequences that go well beyond the realm of communications. The 
perception of a weak recovery program creates a very real possibility that donors (both countries and private entities) 
might begin to reduce their funding commitments, while decreasing thel A RCs leverage to press these donors. 

Only an equally strong narrative, quickly implemented and forcefully and effectively delivered, can refocus the media's 
coverage in order to; 

• Ensure a clear understanding of the IHRCs actual rote and mission as well as important accomplishments over 
the past several months; 

• Demonstrate that momentum on recovery and reconstruction Is Indeed building, and that the quality of life 
for the Haitian people is tangibly improving as a result; 

• Acknowledge, at the same time, that despite all of the hard work and effort, everyone Involved wishes things 
were moving faster-with a commitment to try to make that happen; and 

• Reassure that Haiti's needs remain the focus of international attention, including by pursuing all efforts to 
make certain that donors fulfill their commitments. 

The Strategy 

We recommend the IHAC move forward with the communications campaign outlined below, based on the following 
basic storyline: 

• Re-Setting Expectations - 

Haiti begins the process of rebuilding uniquely disadvantaged: Prior to the January 201 0 earthquake, it was one 
of the most underdeveloped countries in the world and by far the podrest in the Western Hemisphere, one 
With fragile civic institutions, endemic poverty and limited infrastructure. The massive earthquake - which 
struck after more than a decade of political turmoil and four major hurricanes less than two years earlier - 
thoroughly devastated the country's already-weakened political and economic Institutions and infrastructure, 
destroying with it the foundation needed for a robust recovery effort. 

• Even So, Real Progress ^Occurring - 

in the context of Haiti’s historic challenges and the aftermath of the devastating earthquake, Haiti and the 
international community are gradually making progress. The 1 HRC specifically has approved $2.6 billion in 
projects, many of which are now being implemented by private and non-profit entities. At the October $ the 
Board meeting alone, the IHRC approved 18 projects worth $777 million in areas that Included 
housing/shelter, education, health, disaster preparedness, agricultural development, energy, environment, 
and women's/children's Issues. 


Note: It Is essential to quickly develop more specific proof points with respect to the projects and other 
assistance. These need to be part of our narrative right away. The IHRC must be able to share with the 
media a more detailed project status report - Identifying, for example, how many are underway, which 
are on track to being completed in the near term, etc. And, as noted below, it wiil also be important to 
provide a "human face” for each project - showing the positive impact on the lives and well-being of 
the Haitian people. • 

• Haitian Reconstruction and Recovery Must Remain a Priority - 

While the initial international response was immediate and overwhelming, reconstruction will take 
years and the Internationa I community must work with Haiti to ensure a "better Haiti" emerges 
from this tragedy. To this end, donor nations and Institutions must fulfill theirpledges of $5.5 
billion in the near-term. Success In-Haiti is predicated on a continued robust Haitian Government 
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Keys to Successful Implementation 

To be successful, the rollout of this narrative must include: 

• Strong and compelling Haitian voices (preferably Including at least two of our Haitian Board 
members) who can speak with authority and have sufficient seniority to command the media's 
attention; 

«The strategic use of the IHRC co-chairs, particularly in major international media outlets; 

• One or more prominent non-Haitian Board members, including Cheryl Mills from the United 
States; and 

•'The creative use of all available platforms, including interviews, op-ed pieces, media access 
opportunities, social media, and improved use of web-enabled messaging. 

Framework for the Message Track 

As noted above, we recognize that the IHRC leadership is in the process of re-crafting the overall strategic 
vision and approach of the Commission - extending well beyond message and communications alone - 
and will be meeting In the coming days to map out the new strategic plan. 

‘We obviously will want to draw heavily on that in developing updated messaging as rapidly as possible. 
That said, we cannot afford to wait; key parts of this messaging framework must be launched right away 
and our leading spokespeople need to be reaching out aggressively over the next two weeks. 

To that end, it is already dear that the strong 'counter-narrative*' we recommend would include the 
following specific elements; 

Clarifying the IHRCs Roles: 

• The IHRCs key rotes in post-earthquake recovery are to (1J facilitate and coordinate the flow of 
needed funds-tracking the disbursement of pledges and working to ensure' approved projects are 
funded; (2) enhance information sharing and transparency - to ensure that the recovery process is 
open and transparent, and information is widely shared on ongoing and planned projects; and (3) 
align and engage with key stakeholders, Including to promote partnerships, leverage donor 
resources, and disseminate information on priority needs and objectives. 

• Alf of these are challenging tasks, a nd while project funding A not yet as far along as desired - 
currently being In the range of 50-60 percent of overall approved projects - the IHRC continues to 
make progress on all three fronts. 

• The IHRC is not, however, and was never intended to be, dr implementing agency. We track and 
monitor, we bring key parties together, and we work to improve the flow of information, but we are 

not responsible for project-by-project implementation on the ground. 

* 

All of the above messages MUST be front and center in any media and other outreach over the next two 
weeks. While it will be essential to have a strong, specific positive message of progress in various areas, 
the narrative needs to also correct the record about the IHRC. 


Specific Progress Points: 


In addition to the point above about providing more specific data on projects in different sectors, this is 
where it also wifj be critical to move quickly on the ground to identify and develop messaging around a 
significant number of stories that focus on the human side of the recovery effort. 
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]^gt|s^,]t^e IHRC needs to provide specific examples of the lives improved as a result - the "human face” 
of the recovery process. Audiences both in Haiti and internationally must better understand the real impact 
of project assistance on people's dally lives. 

’ • Project approvals: At the most recent Board meeting last month, the IHRC approved eighteen projects 
with a total value of $777 million. Roughly 60 percent of that figure already Is funded. Those projects 
will impact more than one million lives in Haiti. These bring the total of approved projects to 49 - with 
avalue of $2.6 billion, of which half is funded. 

« Debris removal: The IHRC is working with the Government and the international community to meet a 
goal of having approximately two million cubic meters of downtown Port-au- Prince cleared of 
rubble by the beginning of 201 1 .That is a massive undertaking given the unparalleled earthquake 
devastation, but progress Is being made. 
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• Shelter The housing teams are working toward agoal of having half of all 'internally displaced persons” 
in either permanent or temporary shelter (not tents) over the next two months. This is an extremely 
complicated task, but there is progress, for example, on site preparation for two new population 
settlements outside of the capital that will help with more permanent housing needs. - 

• Education: Over $1 .1 billion in education projects'have already been approved bythe IHRC, and these 
are having a real Impact on the lives of Haitian youth. For example, the IHRC- approved 'Back to 
School* education program, being implemented by Haiti's Ministry of Education, is moving forward on 
new school construction, transitional sites, as well as textbooks, hot ifoea! programs, and so on. 

• Infrastructure: The airport that was so dogged back in January is functioning normally with respect to 
commercial flights, even as.efforts are ongoing to make airport facilities and operations more efficient. 
The heavily-damaged main port has been functioning to near full capacity over the past few months, 
and the customs and delivery processes are working more efficiently than before the earthquake. 

• 1 Agriculture: A productive farming sector Is critical to the future economic success of Haiti, and to date 
the IHRC has approved well over $300 million In agriculture-focused projects, of which roughly 75 
percent is already funded. These are helping more than 1 00,000 Haitians earn a livelihood at a very 
difficult time.

'They ask me to move more projects when the money is still on hold,* 1 Bellerive said. 

In all, just 2 percent of the S5.3 billion in near-term aid pledges have actually been delivered, up from 1 percent fast week. 

The report expresses concerns that even once the money is in hand, it will net move quickly enough to help. The funds are managed by a 
26-member reconstruction commission led by Bellerive and former U S. President BiU Clinton that started its operations last week. 

While tna report calls the commission the "best near-term prospect for driving rebuilding, 1 ' tt also says the panel "has the potential to 
dramatically slow things down through cumbersome bureaucratic obstacles at a time when Haiti cannot afford to delay." 

The report notes disagreements among donors over strategy, approach and priorities, saying the disputes “are undercutting recovery and 
rebuilding." 

The reconstruction panel includes representatives or donors who pledged at least $1 00 million in cash or $200 million of debt relief, including 
the United States, 

Venezuela, Brazil, Canada, the European Union, the Inter-American Development Bank and the Wortd Bank. 

Bellerive said the report's criticism that the panel has been too stow in organizing is already moot. 'We had a meeting, we have an office, we 
have administrative support," he said. 

One thing on which all parties agree is the importance of November elections. The legislature has almost entirety dissolved after members' 
terms expired because the quake forced the cancellation of February legislative elections. Pravafs five-year term ends next February; an 
attempt to prolong his term by several months if elections are not held resulted in protesters dashing with police in front of the ruins of the 
presidential palace.

The IHRC aims to restore livelihoods and communities in Haiti, develop all regions of 
the country, and build a stronger post-earthquake nation by coordinating and 
overseeing the implementation of the Development Plan for Haiti with integrity, and 
transparency, and build capacity in public institutions to sustain the recovery over 
time. 

While the focus of this memo is organizational structure, it is important to recognize 
that to achieve its aims the IHRC will require not only a logical organizational structure, 
but also the right mix of people; robust processes and systems; and a culture that 
espouses dedication and transparency. We believe all four are required to ensure 
IHRC's success. 

In designing the IHRC organizational structure, we propose 4 guiding principles: 

1 . The work we intend IHRC to do must determine its structure 

2. The IHRC structure may need to evolve over time as the challenges it faces evolve 

3. Any structure needs to Strengthen. the Government of Haiti (COH) by 
complementing (not replicating) the relevant Ministries 

4. The IHRC will transfer its capabilities for recovery coordination to public 
institutions before sunsetting. 

Understanding (he role of the IHRC is a .necessary prerequisite to designing its 
structure. Specifically, the IHRC will be involved in: 

• Project planning and needs assessment, including the cataloguing of 
existing projects, identifying gaps in the project portfolio and.refining Ihe 
PARDN - 

• Funds matching donors with projects, including the ‘advertising' of projects 

• Appraisal and approval of projects and the implementing organizations 

• Facilitation and coordination across projects and between agencies, including 
‘debottlenecking* 

• Communication of the needs, issues, progress and transparency to all stakeholders 

Knowledge transfer and capability building with public institutions 

• Monitoring and evaluation of project financing, progress and impacts and of 
the development of capabilities in public institutions 

The IHRC structure may need to evolve over time as the challenges it faces evolve. 

During the ‘set-up* phase the IHRC's focus will be to gather information and create 
consistent standards and repeatable processes that encourage transparency and 
increase donor confidence to invest. The IHRC will ensure these standards and 
processes complement (and do not duplicate) those-provided by the COH’s 
Ministries. The IHRC’s sectoral focus during

this 'set-up* phase will be to ensure planning mfrets the assessed needs, and any gaps are 
identified and filled. 

As the IHRC matures as an organization its focus will shift to facilitating the execution of 
programmatic sectoral plans. Therefore we suggest the IHRC scale up its sectoral program 
functions to facilitate the execution and the ‘de-bottlenecking’ of projects. These scaled up 
sectoral functions will also allow the iHRC to build capabilities in, and transfer knowledge to, 
the COH Ministries. 

Therefore, we suggest during the set-up phase that the IHRC adopt the organization 
structure illustrated in Exhibit 1 . ■ 

Exhibit 1 : Set-up organization structure 



• Strategy and program management will be comprised of sectoral working groups 
that integrate program plaris into a master-plan utilizing the COH Ministries and 
technical experts from relevant institutions. The monitoring and evaluation 
function and knowledge management function will act to capture real time 
information about on-the-ground needs, detail project progress in meeting these 
needs and catalogue lessons learned to improve the quality and likelihood of 
success for future projects. 

• A single project review, approval and facilitation function will allow the IHRC to 
focus on creating consistency and transparency in standards and process in 
the approval, review and facilitation of projects across a)l sectors. 

• Stakeholder management will manage communications with alt stakeholders. 

• Finance and internal operations will provide support functions.

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Once the 'set-up' phase is complete, consistency is attained and trust established, 
the IHRC can move its focus toward facilitating project execution and building 
capability in the COH Ministries. When this occurs we suggest the IHRC adopt the 
structure proposed in Exhibit 2.

• The strategy and program management function will continue to monitor 
changes in needs and identify planning gaps to be filled, while the project 
monitoring and evaluation and knowledge management functions will 
remain. 

• Project review, approval and facilitation will scale up into sectoral functions 
built around the territorial, economic, social and institutional rebuilding 
programs. These functions will apply the consistent standards and processes 
that have been developed and work to transfer knowledge to, and build 
capabilities with the COH’s Ministries. 

• Stakeholder management will manage communications with all stakeholders; and 

• Finance and internal operations will provide support functions. 

These two organization structures will complement (not replicate) the COH’s 
Ministries and provide structural support for the IHRC to mature as an organization. 

It is suggested that we agree on the composition of a 'set-up* organization 
structure today. While we do not need -toagree immediately on a mature structure, 
alignment on a common path forward would provide IHRC stakeholders with a 
better understanding of what to expect overtime. 

The mature organization structure could be finalized over the next 3 to 6 months, 
once the IHRC’s needs assessment and planning are nearing completion, consistent 
and transparent standards and processes have been established, and there is 
evidence that the donor and implementing communities have accommodated 
themselves to IHRC’s processes and begun to implement them successfully into 
their own.

We write to you today about Haiti. Aswe build upon our shared commitment to provide more Haitians with the 
tools they seek to lift themselves from poverty and reduce their dependence on international aid, we believe the 
Haitian Hemispheric Opportunity through Partnership Encouragement (HOPE) Act can be amended in two specific 
ways to encourage greater growth in Haiti, with positive impacts for the United States. 

On March 22, we visited Haiti and met with citizens from all sectors of society. While there remains an urgent 
need for food, water, shelter, and sanitation, Haitian leaders and communities are looking to the fuiure, in hopes 
of developing the modem nation they have long imagined and deserved. We know that Haitian households are 
eager to return to work, and we are confident that the textile industry can offer significant opportunities for future 
job creation. 

As you know, the existing HOPE program has had a significant impact on this industry. From 2006- 2009, HOPE 
enabled the expansion of apparel manufacturing and the growth of the sector's employment from 1 2,000 to. 
more than 25,000 workers. HOPE II subsequently assisted the apparel industry in attracting business and in 
reopening dormant manufacturing operations. These results have been encouraging, but there is much more we 
can do. The nation’s apparel sector once employed more than 

100.0 workers, and we should work toward stabilizing and further empowering this industry. 

We suggest two immediate modifications to HOPE that have the potential to help create tens of thousands more 
jobs in Haiti. First, we recommend increasing the HOPE trade preference level (TPL) quotas for knit and woven 
fabrics to 250 million square meter equivalents each.
